Although the eighteenth amend- 


ment is effective, the question of con- 
stitutionality of Federal prohibition 
will not be officially decided until the 
Supreme Court of the United tSates 
has passed on two cases it has pend- 
ing. These are the cases of the states 
o/Rhode Island and Ohio. 
The contention 
of the 
state of 


Rhode Island is, in effect that the 
Amendment is unconstitutional and 
ttiat it is null and void. If this claim 
is sustained, it will have the effect ot 
allowing liquor in atates which do 
not at present have a prohibition law. 


The Ohio case is a matter of refur- 


endum. The Ohio legislature ratified 
the amendment and certified it to the 
Secretary of State. Later a referend-

ship exhibited unblemished characters 
(v. 33). For "great grace was upon 
them all." 


II. The Sin of Ananias and Sapphire

their hypocritical imitation of the 
erous act of Barnabas (4:36. 37). Be- 
cause of the peculiar distress of the 
early church when the open rupture 
was made with Judaism, the members 
for a time had a "community of 
goods."

permanent; some continued to own 
their own homes, as for example John 
Mark's mother, who used her home in 
which to entertain Christians. Ananias 
kept back a part of the money re- 
ceived for his land while pretending to 
have brought it all. His wife was a 
partner in it. They wanted the honor 
of generosity without paying the pric?. 


2. The judgment (vv. 3-10). Ananias 


nil owed satan to fill his heart and lied 
to the Holy Ghost i'n keeping back a 
part of the price of .the hind. It was 
most likely nn acted lie. They were 
not under nlili.srntinn to sell their Innd, 
or having sold it, to bring any of tho 
money and jilaoe it in the common 
fund. 
Pe'er declared lliaf they were 


absolutely free to do as they pleased 
with it.

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FARM FLOCKS IN CONTESTS 


Demonstration to Show How Proper 


Management Will increase Egg 


Production.

Something different in 
egg-laying 


contests is being carried on in Mis- 
souri this year. 
Instead of a few 


selected fowls competing under the 
care of experts, whole flocks of hens 
on the home farm and under the care 
of their owners are matched against 
similar flocks m all parts of the state. 
This is not only a contest to see 
•which hens can lay the most eggs,

the extension specialists say, but is 
also a demonstration to show how 
proper management will increase the 
eSS production and profits of the farm 
flock. 


The plan is to have one poultry 


keeper in each community of the vari- 
ous counties enter the contest. The 
contestants agree io care for their en- 
tire poultiy flock as nearly as possible 
according to directions furnished bv 
the poultry-extension workers through 
the office of the farm bureau At the 
end of each month each contestant 
is to report expenses and income from 
his flofk for the n-onth This plan will 
stimulate bettei methods of poultry 
management bj demonstrating on a 
typical faun in the neighborhood the 
results which can be secured by prop- 
er care of the flock. 


Accoidmg to leports of the exten- 


sion workers, 37 farm flocks are en 
tered in the contest, with an average 
of 155 hens to the farm Tn February 
the hens in the contest averaged 8.1 
eggs. The value of eggs to the farm 
amounted to $32.08, the cost of feed 


farm $18 IT, and the average net 


$13.91. In the four months, No- 


vember, December, January and Feb- 
ruary, eggs valued at $100.53 were pro- 
duced on each farrp at a cost for feed 
of $73 50 for each farm. White Leg- 
horns averaged 25 eggs for the four 
months and led all breeds In egg 
yields. 


The highest record In a similar con- 


test held In the state last year was 
made by N. P. Hollar, living neat 
Harding, who secured an average pro- 
duction of 140 eggs from a flock of 
430 birds.

available than even the most optimis- 
tic had dared to hope. 
On March 


27 the military representatives with 
the supreme war council prepared 
their joint note No. 18. This note re- 
peated the previously quoted state- 
ment from joint note No. 12, and 
continued: 


"The battle which is developing at 


the present moment in France, and 
which can extend to the other thea- 
ters of operations may very quickly 
place the allied armies in a serious 
situation from the point of view of ef- 
fectives. 


"The military representatives are of 


rhe opinion that it is highly desirable 
that the American government should 
assist the allied armies as soon as 
possible by permitting in principle the 
temporary service of American units 
<n allied army corps and divisions, 
•such re-enfoicements must, however, 
be obtained from other units than 
those American divisions which are 
now operating w i t h the Ficnch. and 
the units so temporani} employed must 
eventually be returned to the Amen 
can army. 


"The military representatives are of 


the opinion that from the present time 
in execution of the foregoing, and un- 
til otherwise directed by the supreme 
war council, only American infantry 
and machine gun units',' organized as 
that 
government 
may 
decide, 
be 


brought to France, and that all agree- 
ments or conventions hitherto made in 
conflict with this decision be modified 
accordingly." 


Planned an American Army. 


The secretary of war. who was In 


France at the time; General Bliss, the 
American military representative with 
the supreme war council, and I at once 
conferred on the terms of this note, 
with the result that the secretary rec- 
ommended to the president that Joint 
note No. 18 be approved In the follow- 
ing sense: 


"The purpose of the American gov- 


ernment Is to render the fullest co- 
operation and aid, and therefore the 
recommendation of the military rep- 
resentatives with regard to the pref- 
erential transportation of American 
infantry and machine gun units in 
the present emergency is approved. 
Such units, when transported, will be 
under the direction of the command- 
er in chief of the American expedi- 
tionary forces, and will be assigned 
for training and use by him in his dis- 
cretion. 
He will use these and all 


other military forces of the United 
States under his command in such 
manner as to render the greatest mili- 
tary assistance, keeping In mind al- 
ways the determination of this gov- 
ernment to have its varied military 
forces collected as speedily as their 
training and the military situation per- 
mits, into an independent American 
armj. 
acting 
in 
concert 
with 
the 


armies of Great Britain and France 
and all ariangements made by him

British Losses Heavy. 


The battle line in the vicinity of 


Amiens had hardly stabilized when 
on April 9. the Germans made anoth 
er successful attack againsi rhe Brit 
ish lines on a front of some 40 kilo 
meters in the vicinity of Vrmentieres 
and alnrm rhe Lys river ' \s a result

At a meeting of the supreme n-ar 


council held at Abbeville May 1 and 
2, an urgent appeal came from both 
French and Italian representative? for 
American replacements or units to 
serve with their armies. The follow- 
ing agreement was reached, commit- 
ting the council to an independent 
American army and providing for the 
immediate shipment of certain troops: 


Under American Flag. 


"It is the onmion of the supreme 


war council that, in order to carry the 
war to a successful conclusion, -"e 
Vmerican army should be formed as 
ejrlj as possible under its own flag. 
In order to meet the present emer- 
gency it is agreed that American 
troops should be brought to France 
as rapidly as allied transportation fa- 
cilities will permit, and that, as far as 
consistent with the necessity of build- 
ing up an American army, preference 
will be given to infantry and machine- 
gun units for training and service 
with French and British armies." 


The nest offensive of the enemy Tag 


made between the Oise and Berry-au- 
Bac against the French instead of 
against the British, as was generally 
expected, and it came as a complete 
surprise. 
The initial Aisne attack, 


covering a front of thirty-five kilo- 
meters, met with remarkable success, 
as the German armies advanced no less 
rhau fitty kilometers in four days. On 
reaching the Marne that uver was 
used as a 'defensive flank and the Ger- 
man advance was directly towards 
Pans. 
During tht. hist dajs of June 


something akin to a panic seized the 
nty and it was estimated that 1,000 000 
people left duung the spring of 1'JIS. 


Such extcnsne nt loritj had already 


been gnen to the uansport of Ameri- 
can intantry and machine gunnels that 
the troops of those categories which 
had received even partial training in 
rhe Dm ted States were practically ex- 
hausted, flloieovei. the strain on our 
services of supply made it essential 
that early relief be afforded by increas- 
ing its personnel. The final agreement 
was cabled to the war department on 
June 5, as follows: 


"The following recommendations are 


made on the assumption that at least 
250,000 men can be transported in each 
of the months of June and July by the 
employment of combined British and 
American tonnage. We recommend: 


"For the month of June: Absolute 


priority shall be given to the trans- 
portation of 170,000 combatant troops, 
25,400 men for the service of the rail- 
ways, the balance to be troops of 
categories to be determined by the 
commander-in-chief, American expedi- 
tionary forces. 


"For the month ofr July: 
Absolute 


priority for the shipment of 140,000 
combatant troops, the balance to con- 
sist of troops to be designated by the 
commander-in-chief, American expedi- 
tionary forces. 


"We recognize that the combatant 


troops to be dispatched In July may 
have to Include troops which have had 
insufficient training, but we consider 
the present emergency is such as to 
justify a temporary and exceptional 
departure by ,the United States from 
sound principles of training, especially 
as a similar course is being followed 
by France and Great Britain. 


"Signed FOCH. 


"M1LNER. 
"PERSHTNG." 


Raised Delicate Questions. 


The various proposals during these 


conferences regarding priority of ship- 
ment, often very insistent, raised ques- 
tionb that were not onlj most difficult 
hut most delicate. On rhe one hand, 
there was a critical situation which 
must oe met by immediate action, 
while, on the other hand, any priority 
accorded a particular arm necessarily 
postponed the formation of a distinc- 
tive American fighting force and the 
means to supply it. Such a forie was, 
in my opinion, absolutely necessary to 
win the war. A few of rhe allied tep- 
i-ehentatives became convinced that the 
\merican services of supply should not 
lie neglected hut should he developed 
in rhe common inteiest

bear. Germany's best troops, her moat 
suvcet^ful generals and all the experi- 
ence gained In three years of war were 
mobilized for the supreme effort. 


The erst blow fell on the right of 


the British armies, including the junc- 
tion of the British and French forces. 
Only the prompt co-operation of the 
French and British general headquar- 
ters stemmed the tide. The reason for 
this objective was obvious, and strik- 
ingly Illustrated the necessity for hav- 
ing some one with sufficient authority 
over all the allied armies to meet such 
an emergency. 
' 


Reserves Were Lacking. 


The lack of complete co-operation 


among the allies on the western front 
had been appreciated and the question 
of preparation to meet a crisis had 
already received attention by the su- 
preme war council. A plan bad been 
adopted by which each of the allies 
would furnish a certain number of di- 
visions for a general reserve to be un- 
der the direction of the military repre- 
sentatives of the supreme war council, 
of which Gen. Foch was then 
the 


senior member. But when the time 
came to meet the German offensive in 
March these reserves were not found 
available and the plan failed. 


The situation resulted in a con- 


ference for the immediate considera- 
tion of the question of having an al- 
lied commander in chief. After much 
discussion, during which my view fa- 
voring such action was clearly stated, 
an agreement was reached and Gen- 
eral Foch was selected. 
His appoint- 


ment as such was made April 3 and 
was approved for the United States 
by the president on April 16 


The grave crisis precipitated by the 


first German offensive caused me to 
make a hurried visit to General Foch's 
headquarters at Boinbon, during which 
all our combatant forces were placed 
at his disposal. 
The acceptance of 


this offer meant the dispersion of our 
troops along the allied front and a 
consequent delay In building up a dis- 
tinctive American force in Lorraine, 
but the serious situation of the allies 
demanded this divergence from our 
plans. 


On March 21 approximately 300,000 


Ameiiean troops had reached France. 
Fout combat divisions, equivalent in 
strength to eight French or British 
divisions, were available. 


Took Cantigny Heights. 


On April 25 the First division re- 


lieved 
v two French divisions on the 


fiont near Montdidier and on May 28 
captured the important 
observation 


stations on the heights of Cantigny 
with splendid dash 
French artillery, 


aviation, tanks and flame throwers 
aided m the attack, but most of this 
French assistance was withdrawn be- 
fore the completion of the operation 
in order to meet the enemy's new of- 
fensive launched May 27 to Chateau 
Thierry. The enemy reaction against 
our troops at Cantigny was extremely 
violent, and apparently he was deter- 
mined at all costs to counteract the 
most excellent effect the American 
success had produced. For three days 
his guns of all calibers were concen- 
trated on our position and counter- 
attack succeeded counter-attack. The 
desperate efforts of the Germans gave 
the fighting at Cantigny a seeming 
tactical importance entirely out 
otf 


proportion to the numbers Involved. 


The third German offensive, on May 


27, against the French on the Aisne 
soon developed a desperate situation 
for the allies. 
The Second division 


was hastily diverted to the vicinity of 
Meaus on May 31, and early on the 
morning of June 1 was deployed 
across the Chateau-Thierry-Paris road 
near Montreuil-aux-Lions in a gap in 
the French line, where it stopped the 
German advance on Paris. 
At the 


same time the partially trained Third 
division was placed at French dis- 
posal to hold the crossings of the 
Marne, and its motorized machine-gun 
battalion succeeded in reaching Cha- 
teau Thierry In time to assist in suc- 
cessfully defending that river cross- 
Ing. 


The enemy having been halted, the 


Second division commenced a series 
of vigorous attacks on June 4 which 
resulted in the capture of Belleau 
•woods after verv s<. ere fighting. The 
village of Bourescht-s was taken soon 
after, and on .Tul> 1 Vaux was cap- 
tured 
In these operations the Sec- 


ond division met vuth most desperate 
resistance by Germany's best troops. 


Our Second corps, under Maj Gen. 


George W Read, had been organized 
for the command of the ten divisions 
with the British, which were heldj 
back in training areas or assigned toj 
second-line defenses 
After consulta-ji 


tion with Field Marshal Haig on Junej 
3 five American divisions were re-J 
lieved from the British area to sup-1 
port the French 


The Marne salient was Inherently 


weak and offered an opportunity for
